could not begin any overview of my first months in office without paying special 
tribute to my predecessor, W. Earle McLaughlin. Concordia’s second Chancellor 
made an enormous contribution to the development of this University, and the 
example of his skill, his panache, and, most importantly, his sense of duty, will 
serve me well in fulfilling my own responsibilities in the years ahead. 
As | look back over the six months since my appointment, I continue to 
be struck by the fact that Concordia University fulfills a very special role — perhaps 
“mission” is not too strong a word - in the field of higher learning. 

Concordia has been and remains a Montréal University, both consciously and actively, 
and as such it is constantly seeking better ways of serving this community. But since 
Montréal is also a great cosmopolitan centre, it is only natural that Concordia should 
have developed widespread international connections. 

Because of its great diversity of interests, activities and approaches, Concordia has 
always been an innovator - both in terms of teaching and research. To some extent this 
has been a historical necessity, because of the need for selectivity and maximum use of 
available resources. But more accurately, it has been Concordia’s close ties to the com- 
munity that encouraged this University to develop new educational services to meet community needs. It is an approach 
that has served Concordia well in the past, and I am sure that it will continue to serve it so in the future. 

As important as our universities are, however, we must not forget that a university education is but the completion of 
a first, modest step in the process of self-learning and development. Although it may give people the tools to educate 
themselves, it also confers a responsibility and an obligation to the world community of which the educated are but a 
tiny elite. That obligation is to give the best of ourselves to the betterment of the world, and, more particularly, of the 
human condition. 

Some may say that these are mere truisms. After all, everyone agrees that learning is a continuing process; that 
experience is the most effective, the most poignant teacher; and that life itself places upon each of us the responsibility 
of dedication and effort. Why then, repeat them? 

The answer, quite simply, is that truths - particularly when they are taken for granted — need to be re-examined and 
rehearsed in order that we not forget why they are important. We must, throughout our lives, renew our commitment 
to our work and to our community in order that we do not deviate from our objectives. 

The extraordinary Leonardo da Vinci, whose drawings and inventions were displayed in Montréal this year to celebrate 
the Canadian Engineering Centennial, taught us much about the nature of learning. He called himself “a disciple of 
experience” — a cryptic phrase that describes both his life of study and all of the scholarly tomes that his work has 
generated in the centuries since. But what experience of life did he value so highly? 

It was the intense exploration of the unknown in everyday existence that gripped Leonardo's imagination and held his 
attention. 

His life was the active pursuit of understanding. Wherever tradition bequeathed to him myths and incomprehension, 
he insisted that understanding was possible, indeed essential. Experience meant far more to Leonardo than the accep- 
tance of things as they seemed to be. It meant the constant, difficult, and often disappointing effort to pursue the truth. 

As I have said on other occasions, we have come a distance beyond the simple truism that all life is learning to reach 
the proposition that learning is the obligation we all share to expand the understanding of the world with a lifetime of 
dedication to challenge the unknown and the accepted. It bids us not to be passive receptors of experience, nor simply 
to build small, safe shelters for ourselves, but instead to go out and challenge ourselves to be stronger and in some sense 
to risk ourselves in the exploration of the unknown world before us. 

The university in our world remains the central symbol of our pursuit of knowledge, expertise, understanding, art, 
and, at times, even wisdom. The challenge of safeguarding such a sacred trust is one that faces all of us. It is a commit- 
ment that each and every one of us should keep uppermost in our minds. 

It is not an onerous task. Those ef us who come to serve this great University from the outside, as it were, inevitably 
receive far more than we give, because the giving means participation in Concordia’s development, its growth, and its 
activities - always in the continuing pursuit of excellence. 

I look forward, therefore, to the next four years of active giving and receiving, encouraged by the support I know I will 
receive from each and every member of the Concordia community.

RECTOR’S REPORT 


1986-1987: BREAKING NEW GROUND 


he 1986-1987 academic year will be remembered for a series of important 

initiatives that once again demonstrated the strengths and the vitality of the 

Concordia community. New academic programmes, precedent-setting inter- 

national exchanges, increased research activity and highly-successful fund- 

raising efforts, among other achievements, illustrated Concordia’s continued 

commitment to the maintenance and development of a truly dynamic 
University. 

I am especially proud to report that Capital Campaign contributions from students, 
faculty, staff and community representatives on the Board of Governors surpassed the 
$1 million mark this past year - representing an enviable participation rate of more 
than 60%. Invigorated by this success, the University now has embarked upon the final 
phase of the external outreach for the Campaign for Concordia. 

As a result of generous community support, Concordia’s long-awaited $50 million 
building programme got underway as construction began on the addition to the Georges 
P. Vanier Library. When completed in 1988, this west-end facility will provide vastly 
improved space for a sizeable component of Concordia’s students and faculty. 

Final planning for the $4 million Concert Hall on the west-end campus was completed, with a call for tenders being 
made in the spring of 1987. Work is expected to begin next year on this state-of-the-art hall, intended both to offer 
much-needed performance space for students in the Department of Music and an exciting opportunity for the population 
of west-end Montréal to enjoy the performing arts. 

In October 1986, the new design for the downtown University Centre was unveiled on the occasion of the 20th an- 
niversary of the official opening of the Henry F. Hall Building. The Centre will house the University Library’s downtown 
facilities, as well as academic department offices, student services, the Art Gallery and a 250-seat cinema. Facilities 
used by the public are to be located on the ground floor, while the library will be housed on the three floors above 
ground level. Offices and other academic spaces will occupy the top two floors. The new building also will feature a 
24-foot wide interior street and community area with a striking six-storey galleria (Place Concordia), located over the 
site of the present laneway running south from de Maisonneuve Boulevard to the laneway connecting Bishop and Mackay 
Streets. The first bay of the Royal George building will be incorporated in part into the new complex in order to conform 
to the Québec government requirement that the facade be preserved as heritage property. A tunnel under de Maison- 
neuve Boulevard will connect the new structure with the Henry F. Hall Building. 

In research, too, this past year has been a period of considerable achievement. Concordia researchers in all four Facul- 
ties obtained approximately $10 million in funding, an increase of 11.5 % over the previous year. Much of this growth 
was due to the expansion of joint-venture activities with the private sector - a further sign of the community's commit- 
ment to and belief in our University and its people. Furthermore, Concordia has played, and continues to play a leader- 
ship role in the Montréal area in promoting dialogue and joint ventures with the private sector. 

On the international scene, Concordia became the first university in the Western world to establish a joint doctoral 
programme with an institution of higher learning in the People’s Republic of China (PRC). This unprecedented five-year 
agreement with the Nanjing Institute of Technology, one of the PRC’s major national universities, will enable Concordia 
professors to travel to China to teach intensive, short-term graduate engineering courses, thereby providing some of the 
country’s most promising young scholars with an opportunity for contact with Canadian teaching and research methods, 
as well as the most recent developments in the field of science and technology. Chinese graduate students are to travel to 
Concordia for thesis research, but the length of time spent in Canada would average around two years, significantly 
reducing the cost and difficulties associated with studying abroad. Admission to the programme as well as supervision 
and defense of theses will be the responsibility of joint committees made up of N.I.T. and Concordia professors. 

As part of its China initiative, Concordia University has signed, re-negotiated or started negotiating new agreements 
with seven academic institutions. These, encompassing a variety of disciplines, will bring top Chinese scholars to Con- 
cordia in the near future. As a result of existing agreements with Chinese universities, the number of graduate students 
and visiting scholars from China continued to increase during the year. 

Based on the tenor of discussions initiated in the spring of 1987 between the Faculty of Fine Arts and the Ministry of 
Culture of Poland, it appears certain that Concordia will enter into a unique academic and cultural exchange programme 
with more than 20 Polish fine arts institutions. 

In these difficult financial times for universities, such international agreements provide precious opportunities for 
growth and enrichment. In addition to attracting leading foreign academics, these accords will permit our students and 
faculty to benefit from the genuine sharing of knowledge, ideas and perspectives. It now appears opportune to establish 
an administrative framework for coordinating, promoting and managing Concordia’s rapidly expanding international aca- 
demic activities. Furthermore, we must intensify our efforts to lower or to remove some of the barriers to welcoming in- 
ternational students to our country that have been put in place by governments in Canada in recent years.

ea a ne a Adopted last year, the much-awaited reform of the University Senate came into ef- 
fect during the year. Among the principal features of the reform was the creation of 
an Academic Planning and Priorities Committee, with responsibility for initiating a process of long-range academic plan- 
ning for the University. The Committee met frequently during the year and worked on establishing guidelines for the 
process of academic planning. For the first time as well, under procedures adopted by the Board of Governors with re- 
spect to approval of the annual operating budget, the Committee reported to Senate on the academic implications of the 
1987-88 budget after it had been tabled at the Board and referred to Senate. 

The past year witnessed a number of significant events which may have a considerable impact on Concordia’s financial 
situation. In September and October 1986, the permanent Commission of the National Assembly on Education held hear- 
ings on the funding of universities. These hearings had been promised repeatedly by the Minister of Higher Education 
and Science as a neccessary step in the process of identifying what measures needed to be taken to redress the financial 
situation of Québec universities. While expressing sympathy for the historical inadequacy and inequity of funding for 
Concordia, he asked the University to await the outcome of these hearings before promising to take any action. The 
University abided by this request and made a comprehensive oral and written submission to the Commission which was 
well received by its members. The contents of the written submission were prepared in consultation with representatives 
of all of the constituent groups in the University. Several of these groups presented their own briefs to the Commission in 
support of the University’s position. This united approach to our dealings with the Québec government over the Universi- 
ty’s funding situation is a very positive new development and one we hope to continue throughout forthcoming discus- 
sions and in our lobbying efforts with the government. 

In its April 1987 budget, the Québec government also announced new moves which may eventually bring some relief to 
Québec’s beleaguered university system. Over the next two financial years, no compressions will be made in the grants to 
Québec universities and an annual amount of $40 million will be added to the universities’ operating and capital budg- 
ets. Fifteen million of this amount will be a recurring improvement to the base funding of universities, while $8 million 
in the first year and $7 million in the second year will go toward beginning to assist universities to reduce their accumu- 
lated deficits. While these measures fall short of the “minimal” measures advocated by the Minister of Higher Education 
and Science in his proposals made to Cabinet in January 1987, they do represent some improvement over the compres- 
sions and anemic funding policies of the early 1980's. 

With the promise of action to follow upon the hearings of the National Assembly Commission and the prospect of long- 
awaited corrections to the inequities of Concordia’s funding position, the University took strong measures to improve its 
operating financial position. With the support and encouragement of the Finance Committee of the Board of Governors, 
the projected deficit in the 1986-87 operating budget was reduced from $9.5 million in the 1985-86 financial statements 
to less than $5 million. This was achieved, however, at the price of a number of expenditure reductions which could not 
easily be repeated in future years. If the University’s financial position is to continue to improve in the years ahead, it 
will only be as a result of government action to correct Concordia’s disadvantaged funding position in the Québec univer- 
sity system. 

Notwithstanding our difficult financial problems, Concordia has continued to break new ground. That so many accom- 
plishments are possible in an era of heightened austerity is due entirely to the energy and creativity of Concordia’s most 
vital resource — its people. Our students, faculty and staff have been called upon many times through the years to make 
significant sacrifices, yet their achievements continue to impress all of those who come into contact with Concordia. 
Simply put, this is a true testimony to their resourcefulness, their efficiency, and their dedication.

Establishment of several new programs 





Signing of agreements with Chinese institutions 





uring the academic vear 1986-87, the Faculty of 
Arts and Science offered 1,493 courses at the un- 
dergraduate level and 630 courses at the graduate 
level. Total student enrolment was 7,463 full-time 
and 7,909 part-time. As the figures demonstrate, the Arts and 
Science Faculty continues to serve a role that is vital for the 
enhancement of Concordia’s academic mission. 
The Arts and Science Faculty also continued to contribute to 
the enrichment of the University’s research profile, receiving 
three Canada Council Research Fellows: Diane Poulin-Dubois 
in Psychology, Carolyn Fick in History, and Bina Freiwald in 
English. The Faculty also added two University Research 
Fellowship (URF) scholars, Dr. Mariana Frank in Physics 
and Dr. Lue Giraldeau in Biology. 
In an effort to strengthen the Faculty’s commitment to re- 
search, the Dean’s Office made specific commitments for 
hiring to the Centre for Studies in Behavioural Neurobiology, 
the Department of Biology, the Department of Geography and 
the Department of Education. These decisions are in keeping 
with our strategy of building on existing strengths. 
Arts and Science faculty members received a total of 
$1,838,642 in external research grants. Of this, $468,517 was 
from FCAR team grant awards, $1,117,703 was from NSERC 
grants and 442 from the SSHRC, In addition, the Depart- 
ment of Political Science received $30,000 from the Jean H, 
Picard Foundation. This money will be used for scholarships 
and to finance a special lecture series. 








Emphasis on graduate studies is a further indication of the 
Faculty’s commitment to research and graduate education. A 
major achievement in 1986-1987 was the signing or expansion 
of numerous agreements relating to Arts and Science with 
institutions in the People’s Republic of China. Included were 
ententes with Nanjing University in the area of inorganic 
materials, the Nanjing Institute of Technology in TESL, the 
People’s University in economics, and the Shanghai Interna- 
tional Studies University in educational technology. An agree- 
ment with the Microbiology Institute of the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences may also materialize as a result of a highly sue- 
cessful trip to China by a Concordia delegation that included 
Arts and Science Dean Charles Bertrand. 

During 1986-1987, the Faculty added two new graduate 
programs. The PhD in Communication Studies, an inter- 
university program linking Concordia with UQAM and the 
Université de Montréal, received government approval in June 
and will begin operation in September. The new Diploma in 
Journalism also received final approval this year and will 
begin operation this July. 








At the undergraduate level, the Institute for Co-operative 
Education established a new program in Exercise Science. The 
Institute also received a $200,000 federal grant to assist it in 
establishing new programs in Physics, Computer Science and 
Building Engineering. These new programs extended the co-op 
format beyond the Faculty of Arts and Science for the first 
time. 

The Faculty also submitted two new graduate program 
proposals to the Conseil des Universités, one for an MA in 
Geography and another for an MA in Child Studies. The Fit- 
ness Evaluation Centre, run by the Department of Exercise 
Science, was re-accredited as an élite testing centre by the 
Canadian Association of Sports Science and the clinical 
program in Psychology continues to be accredited by the 
prestigious American Psychological Association. 

A number of units in the Faculty hosted major international 
conferences in 1986-1987. The Simone de Beauvoir Institute 
hosted the International Research and Training Institute for 
the Advancement of Women (INSTRAW); the Centre for Broad- 
casting Studies co-hosted the Association for the Study of 
Canadian Radio and Television (ASCRT) and International 
Federation of Television Archives (FIAT) conference; and the 
Mathematics Department held two international meetings, 
one on LOGO and one on the Psychology of Math Education. 


There were numerous promotions in the Faculty in 1986- 
1987. The highlight was the awarding of the first “Professor 
Emeritus” title at Concordia to Dr. J.E. O'Brien, S.J., a former 
member of the Department of Communication Studies. In 
addition, congratulations are in order for Edward Maley 
(Biology), Jon Baggaley (Education), Gary Geddes (English), 
Frederick Bode (History), Donald Ginter (History), William 
Hubbard (History), Arthur Kroker (Political Science) and 
Jack Lightstone (Religion) who were promoted to the rank 

of Professor; and to Daphne Fairbairn (Biology), Muriel 
Herrington (Biology), Regimbald Storms (Biology), Ann 
English (Chemistry), John Sullivan (Exercise Science) and 
Sheila Mullet (Philosophy) who were promoted to the rank 

of Associate Professor. 

Following the recommendation of Senate, the Faculty con- 
tinued the process of establishing the procedure for academic 
planning in Arts and Science. Two major Faculty Council de- 
bates were held on the planning process and, as a result, each 
department was asked to submit a revised planning document 
for discussion at the November 1987 meeting of Council.

Increase of 30% in research grants obtained by faculty members 





Continued commitment to meet the needs of the Québec and Canadian business community 





he Faculty of Commerce and Administration has a 
two-fold mission — to study the ongoing and evolving 
nature of commerce and administration, both in the 
private and public sectors of the economy, and to 
educate and prepare people for managerial positions in these 
sectors. 
In fulfilling its mission, the Faculty seeks to develop the criti- 
cal thought process in students to allow them to succeed as 
entrepreneurs, managers, professionals and administrators. 
Through research, teaching activities and interaction with 
the business community, the Faculty seeks to ensure that its 
graduates are well prepared to function effectively and excel 
in the Québec and Canadian environments, 
The Faculty has also increased its efforts to develop links with 
institutions abroad, particularly in Europe and the People’s 
Republic of China. This past year marked the last year of 
Phase One of the Faculty's Montréal-China exchange program. 
As part of that endeavour three faculty members - from the 
Departments of Finance, Management and Marketing — taught 
graduate courses in China, while a fourth, also from Market- 
ing, spent six weeks conducting research into small business 
in the PRC. 
Here in Montréal, five Chinese students were enrolled in the 
Master of Business Administration Program (three from Peo- 
ple’s University and two from Tianjin University); three of the 
four graduating this year have been accepted into Concordia’s 
PhD program in Administration, 
As part of Phase Two of the program, Concordia has joined 
forces with the Université de Montréal’s Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes Commerciales (HEC) and the Chicoutimi campus of the 
Université du Québec to establish direct linkages with China’s 
Tianjin University. A delegation from Concordia and HEC 
visited China in March to discuss the scope of future activities. 
Concordia graduate students are also studying in France as part 
of the Faculty’s Centre d’enseignement et de recherche appli- 
qué au management (CERAM) Program, and discussions are 
continuing towards the establishment of exchange programs 
with universities in West Germany, Sweden and Great Britain. 
In January the Faculty of Commerce and Administration spon- 
sored the sixth annual MBA Case Competition, the largest in 
Canada. Each year Concordia students pit their business skills 
(both written and oral) against teams from more than a dozen 
Canadian universities. Judges for the three-day competition 
were recruited from a pool of senior executives from Montréal 
and other Canadian corporations. 





The Faculty served the community in many other ways in 
1986-1987. Concordia remains the only university in Québec 
and one of only two in Canada to offer an Executive Master 
of Business Administration (EMBA) program for middle- and 
upper-management personnel who require new or enhanced 
skills to further their careers. The third class will be launched 
this September. 

The Small Business-Entrepreneurial Centre is another Faculty 
endeavour. In addition to providing future business people 
with a grounding in the special problems facing smaller enter- 
prises, the Centre's faculty and students serve as consultants 
for firms in the Montréal area. It also sponsors seminars and 
conferences which are open to the community. 


Cognizant of Montréal’s historic role as the headquarters of 
Canada’s transportation industry, the Faculty operates the 
Concordia Transportation Management Centre, the only 
such centre in Québec, providing training for tomorrow's 
transportation managers. 


A new endeavour, the Treasury Management Centre, was 
established in the spring of 1986. Its objectives include 
promoting research in the area of treasury management; 
organizing academic symposia and lectures to disseminate 
research results; developing continuing education courses; 
and organizing seminars on advanced topics in treasury 
management for experienced managers. 

As always, the Faculty continued to reward quality research, 
externally-funded research and applied research that is ori- 
ented particularly to the needs of the Québec and Canadian 
milieu. Approximately $300,000 in research grants was 
secured by faculty members this past year. This represents 

a 30% increase over the previous year. 

Some of the grant recipients were Suresh Goyal, Martin Kusy, 
Giorgio Pederzoli, Themistocles Politof and Thomas J. Tomber- 
lin of the Department of Decision Sciences and Management 
Information Systems. All five received grants from the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council. Other external 
grant recipients were Lawrence Kryzanowski, Abdul Rahman 
and Lorne Switzer from the Department of Finance, Ulrike de 
Brentani from the Department of Marketing and Vishwanath 
Baba and Muhammad Jamal from the Department of 
Management.

Establishment of joint doctoral program with Nanjing Institute of Technology 





Expansion of joint initiatives with industry and government 





he past year was a period of significant growth and 
development for the Faculty of Engineering and Com- 
puter Science. With the establishment of new links 
with institutions on three continents, the Faculty 
expanded its international role. It further developed its inter- 
action with industry through contract research and research 
grants. As well, it continued to organize research centres in 
cooperation with industry. 
The research efforts of the Faculty attained new levels, sup- 
ported by the highest grants in our history. As a result, we 
recorded an increase in the production of monographs, publi- 
cations in refereed journals and conferences, and joint projects 
with industry, 
The greater interaction with other countries was highlighted 
this year by a historic agreement signed in February between 
Concordia University and Nanjing Institute of Technology of 
the People’s Republic of China to offer a joint doctoral pro- 
gram. During the month of May, senior academics from Nan- 


jing visited the Faculty, toured our facilities and discussed 


research and academic cooperation. Details of the joint doctor- 
al program were worked out, with the first students to be ac- 
cepted for the fall semester of 1987. With appropriate support, 
up to 88 doctoral students from China will be trained during 
the next five years. 

Another agreement was signed with the Shanghai Jiaotong 
University for joint research in Mechanical Engineering, and 
the Centre for Building Studies (CBS) concluded an agreement 
with the China Academy of Building Research in Beijing for 
joint research in the area of building studies. CBS also estab- 
lished a cooperative program with the Universidad Catolica 
del Peru to carry out research in seismic-restraint adobe hous- 
ing. The Department of Civil Engineering signed an agreement 
for joint research with Kyoto University in Japan while the 
Department of Electrical Engineering established a joint re- 
search program in optical telecommunications with research- 
ers at Université des Sciences et Techniques du Languedoc in 
France. 

A Research Centre in a Faculty is a powerful means of organiz- 
ing major research projects in cooperation with government 
and industry. One new centre was established this year in the 
Faculty, and two more are currently being set up with a view 
to expanding Concordia’s cooperation with industry in key 
areas of Electrical Engineering, Computer Science and 
Mechanical Engineering. These are the Centre for Signal 
Processing and Communication (CONSIPCO); the Centre for 
Pattern Recognition and Machine Intelligence (CONPARMI); 
and the Centre québécois pour |’informatisation de la 
production (CIMCENTRE). 





The Concordia Computer Aided Vehicle Engineering Research 
(CONCAVE) Centre, headed by Dr. Sheshadri Sankar, received 
two awards totalling $240,000 from government agencies, and 
a contract for $110,000 from Bombardier Inc. Société d’infor- 
matique et de recherche pour l'industrie de la construction 
(SIRICON), a corporation created by the Centre for Building 
Studies to design software for the construction industry, has 
signed several new contracts with industry. CBS itself was 
awarded an “Actions Structurantes” grant of $792,000 for a 
five-year period, as well as a contract with Energy Mines and 
Resources for $120,000. 

Last year the Faculty was also very active in research and 
scholarship. Although it is difficult to equate excellence in re- 
search with the amount of funding received for this purpose, it 
is worthwhile noting that both government and industry have 
seen fit to invest substantial sums in support of our research 
activities. This amounted to more than $5 million last year 
compared with $153,000 in 1968-69. 

Led by Dr. Paul Fazio, the Centre for Building Studies received 
two major FCAR annual grants of $32,000 and $100,000. In 
Civil Engineering, Dr. Zenon A. Zielinski received a CIDA 
grant to visit Brazil and the Caribbean to research low-cost 
housing technologies. Dr. Krishnaih Thulasiraman was award- 
ed a three-year FCAR “Actions Spontanées” grant for his work 
in VLSI and Networks. 


Members of the Computer Science Department have been 
notably successful in soliciting strategic equipment and infra- 
structure grants this year. Several members of the Computer 
Science and Electrical Engineering Departments are principal 
investigators in four “Actions Structurantes” grants with the 
Centre de recherche informatique de Montréal (CRIM), each of 
which is funded by more than $1 million for a five-year period. 
The Department of Mechanical Engineering received more 
than $2.2 million in funding from external sources, placing it 
among the top 15 departments in North America. 

Our faculty members have been very active in academic com- 
mittees. They have also devoted considerable effort to the de- 
velopment of curricula, laboratory facilities for students, and 
the publication of texts for undergraduate and graduate 
courses. The Computer Science Department implemented a 
completely revised undergraduate curriculum, with many in- 
novative features. Dr. Vangular S. Alagar completed two texts, 
Dr. Ching Y. Suen published a book on “Computational 
Studies of the Most Frequent Chinese Words,” and Drs. Tien 
D. Bui and Rajan Shingal are currently preparing texts.

Laid groundwork for significant international exchanges 





Hosted major conference on film studies 





he academic year 1986-87 was one in which the ac- 
complishments of the Faculty of Fine Arts received 
important national and international recognition. 
One of the most significant events was the June 17, 
1987 visit to Concordia of the Vice-Premier of Poland, 
T.W. Mlynezak (accompanied by the Vice-Chairman of the 
Democratic Party and the Vice-Chairman of the Polonia 
Society). Mr. Mlynezak has since lent his support to the 
implementation of an exciting educational and cultural 
program between the Faculty and more than 20 fine arts 
institutions in Poland. 


A delegation from Concordia University was invited to Poland 
for the fall of 1987 to establish direct links with the partici- 
pating universities. In addition, the Vice-Premier issued a 
personal invitation to Associate Professor Phil Cohen of the 
Department of Music to attend the fall Warsaw Festival in 
acknowledgement of the role he has played in building 
awareness of the Faculty in Poland. 


The Polish initiative was a reflection of the reputation of the 
Faculty as a whole. Another important event was the Joint 
Conference of the United States Society of Cinema Studies, 
the Canadian Film Studies Association and the Association 
québécoise des études cinématographiques held at Concordia 
University, March 21-24, 1987. Organized by two members of 
the Faculty’s Cinema Department, Professor Mario Falsetto 
and Dr. Carole Zucker, the conference brought together more 
than 500 North American and international film scholars who 
were able to benefit from the facilities and resident expertise 
attached to the Faculty’s lively film studies program. 
Running simultaneously with the film studies gathering was 
the annual conference of the Canadian Association of Fine 
Arts Deans. Hosted by its Chair, Dr. Robert Parker, Dean of 


the Faculty, the Association adopted its first formal program of 


action, with particular emphasis being placed on government 
bodies and agencies which affect the state of fine arts educa- 
tion and research in Canada. 





Through these actions and activities, the Faculty continued to 
expand its leadership role in the fine arts community. Its suc- 
cess is due, in part, to the innovative nature of its approaches 
to education. During the 1986-1987 academic year, the Art 
History curriculum was radically revised to focus on method- 
ology and to recognize the expanding place of theory and 
criticism within the discipline. With its emphasis on active 
learning - short, intensive courses taking advantage of the 
presence of visiting scholars or the occurrence of special 
events, and tutored studies - the new curriculum is unique 
in Canada and has attracted widespread attention. 


Individuals within the Faculty also continued to make major 
contributions to fine arts in Canada and elsewhere, thereby 
raising the stature of the institution. The activities of full-time 
faculty members were documented for the first time in a 
Faculty Research Report covering the years 1983-1986, which 
revealed a remarkable breadth and quality of accomplishment. 
Dr. David Pariser was an invited participant at the January 
1987 Getty Conference on Discipline-Based Art Education in 
Los Angeles, while Dr. Elizabeth Sacca was invited to speak 
on “Stereotypes in Children’s Drawings” at Michigan State 
University in May. 

Dr. Jean Belisle co-authored with Dr. John Porter of Laval 
University a 500-page monograph entitled La Sculpture an- 
cienne au Québec: Trois siecles dart religieux et profane, 
published by Editions de l'Homme. Professor Reesa Greenberg 
continued to expand her position in the field of contemporary 
art, theory and criticism, adding the English-language book 
reviewership of Parachute to activities which also include the 
Montréal editorship of C Magazine. Meanwhile, Professor 
Laurier Lacroix stepped into the world of film, writing two 
scripts (‘“La permanence de l’éphémére, objets faits en cire 

et en cheveux”’ and ‘‘La collection Desjardins”’) for Films 
Francois Brault.

Dr. Fhomas Waugh received both SSHRC and Shastri Institute 
grants for a study of Indian documentary film and Dr. Jacque- 
line Levitin continued shooting her feature film Guerillera 
(supported by the National Film Board and the Canada 
Council) in Nicaragua. 

Professor Silvy Panet-Raymond coordinated an exchange pro- 
gram.called ‘Zone of Silence,’ between Québec and Mexican 
artists from the desert state of Durango, and also received 
Canada Council support for choreographed work and travel 

to South East Asia. 

Associate Professor Susan Hudson has published two books 
through Tundra Press, one featuring a fully illustrated version 
of J.M. Barrie’s Peter Pan, and the other, selected etchings 
based on the story of Peter Pan. 

Professor Bernard Lagacé was installed as a member of the 
Order of Canada, in recognition of his international reputation 
as an organist, while his colleague, Professor Phil Cohen, 
served on numerous international juries, and was invited to 


judge the prestigious Gina Bachauer International Competition 


in Eastern Europe. 

Professor Yves Gaucher was given a retrospective of his work 
from 1960-1985 at the Koln Messe Gallery in Cologne, Ger- 
many, while Associate Professor Russell Gordon continued 

to exhibit widely in the United States. He received the Award 
of Excellence at the Black Creativity exhibition held at the 
Museum of Science and Industry in Chicago, and was selected 
as one of three American artists who will spend two weeks 
in the Soviet Union at the invitation of the Union of Artists. 
Associate Professor Irene Whittome received a major 
Explorations grant for her work, “Museum of Traces.” 
Associate Professor Bob Bigelow has been invited by the 
Cuban government to demonstrate his innovative work on 
“papier collé” in Havana, while Associate Professor Kathy 
Tweedie has begun work on a documentary video on the 
renowned photographer, William Klein. 








As President of the Canadian Artists’ Representation /Front 
des artistes canadiens, Associate Professor Ricardo V.J. Gomez 
was selected to visit the Soviet Union this fall. Assistant 
Professor Andrew Dutkewych exhibited a selection of his work 
at Toronto's Harbourfront Gallery, while Associate Professor 
Norma Wagner became English-language contributor to the 
Finnish design journal, moto. 

Associate Professor Barbara MacKay was appointed a member 
of the editorial board of The Arts in Psychotherapy, and 
presented a lecture and video on her’work with sexually- 
abused girls at the National Association of Drama Therapists 
Conference in San Francisco, in November 1986. Assistant 
Professor Gene Gibbons undertook design work for the Cana- 
dian Repertory Theatre in Toronto and the Sir James Dunn 
Theatre in Halifax, while his colleagues, Dr. Philip Spensley, 
Assistant Professor Ralph Allison and Assistant Professor 
Nancy Allison have been active in various performance forums. 
Students and former students had an active and successful 
year as well. With the support of CUSA and the Dean, the 
Photography Students’ Association produced a professional 
catalogue of student work entitled Photographs/Photogra- 
phies. Cinema graduate Tom Berry produced a feature film, 
Crazy Moon, while film studies student Tim Barnard pub- 
lished a book entitled The Argentine Cinema.Third-year film 
student Francois Miron received an award for the Best Exper- 
imental Film (42 Horizontal 4a Vertical) at the 1986 Canadi- 
an Student Film Festival, and Stéphan Dupuis, a 1977 cinema 
graduate, received an Academy Award for his make-up work on 
David Cronenberg’s film, The Fly. 

Theatre Department graduates did very well at the Québec 
Drama Festival and at Edmonton's Citadelle Theatre. The 
following Concordia graduates won Québec Drama Festival 
awards: Danette Mackay (Best Actress), Mare Camacho and 
Vittorio Rossi (Best Actor - shared), Vittorio Rossi (Best New 
Play - shared), Matt Mabe (Most Promising Performer), 
Brigitte Altenhaus (Juror's Award - Design), and Rochelle 
Bruneau (Juror’s Award — Playwriting). Concordia graduates 
comprise all but three members of Montréal’s Association of 
Production Artists who created a sensation in Edmonton with 
their rough and vibrant production of Shakespeare's ‘Pericles, 
Prince of Tyre.”

wenty-one years ago, Concordia University intro- 
duced its first graduate program. Since then, gradu- 
ate studies have become one of the University’s most 
significant development areas. Concordia now offers 
17 Doctoral programs, 31 Master's programs and 19 Graduate 
Diploma programs encompassing a full range of academic dis- 
ciplines. Some of these are unique in Québec and Canada, 
including Building Studies, Art Education, Educational Tech- 
nology, a PhD in Humanities, a Master's in the Teaching of 
Mathematics and diplomas in Ecotoxicology, Computer Assisted 
Learning and Sports Administration. 
Graduate programs are being developed on a highly selective 
basis as part of a comprehensive plan to increase their number 
during the coming years. 
This development is occurring with a clear understanding that 
the pursuit of graduate studies is inseparable from fundamen- 
tal research, in which all four Faculties have established a 
solid reputation. The work of many of our researchers and 
graduate students is funded by provincial and federal granting 
agencies and by private industry. Many of our 3,000 graduate 
students are actively associated with funded research projects. 
In 1986-87, 13 PhD and 225 Master's degrees were awarded 
to Concordia students.

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CONVOCATION AND 
HONORARY DEGREES 


he Honourable Alan B. 
Gold, Chief Justice of the 
Québec Superior Court, was 
installed as Chancellor of 
the University for a five-year term at 
a special Spring Convocation cere- 
mony held in June 1987. Chief Jus- 
tice Gold was appointed Chancellor 
on February 5, 1987. 





He succeeded W. Earle McLaughlin, former Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer of The Royal Bank of Canada, who 
stepped down December 31, 1986, at the end of his five-year 
term. 

The new Chancellor has a long and distinguished career as 

a jurist, labour mediator and academic. He was called to the 
Québec Bar in 1941, and served as a District Judge and Vice- 
Chairman of the Québec Labour Relations Board (1961 to 

; as Associate Chief Judge of the Québec Provincial Court 
(1965 to 1970); as Chief Judge of the Québec Provincial Court 
(1970 to 1983); and as Chief Justice of Québec Superior Court 
(1983 to the present). Chief Justice Gold was also a founding 
director of the Legal Aid Bureau of Montréal (1956 to 1960), 
and was President of the Judicial Council of the Province of 
Québec (1978 to 1983). 

He has a national reputation for his skills as a conciliator and 
labour mediator, and he has played key roles in settling some 
of Canada’s most difficult labour conflicts. 





The Montréal-born Chief Justice also has a long association 
with academe - both as a professor and administrator. He 
served as a lecturer at the McGill University Law Faculty from 
1957 to 1971, and was named the Faculty’s Scholar-in- 
Residence in 1982. 

He also brings to Concordia many years of university adminis- 
trative experience. Chief Justice Gold joined McGill Univer- 
sity’s Board of Governors in 1974 and served as its chairman 
from 1978 to 1982. He was named Governor-Emeritus at 
McGill in 1984. 

Educated at Queen’s University (BA 38) and Université de 
Montréal (LL.L cum laude '41), Chief Justice Gold has 
received honorary degrees from both alma maters - Université 
de Montréal (1978) and Queen’s University (1982) - and from 
McGill University (1984). 

As part of its Spring Convocation ceremonies, the University 
also awarded honorary Doctor of Laws (LL.D) and Doctor of 
Letters (D. Litt.) degrees to eight distinguished Canadians. 








Léon Bellefleur, LL.D 


Oo ne of Canada’s foremost paint- 
ers, Léon Bellefleur began his 
formal art studies at Montréal’s Ecole 
des Beaux Arts in 1929, later travel- 
ling to Paris to study at the Atelier 
Friedlander and the Atelier Des- 
jaubert. In 1977 he became the first 
recipient of the Paul-Emile Borduas 
prize, awarded by the Province of 
Québec for painting. The Montréal-born artist has exhibited 
continually in one-man shows for the past 37 years. His works 
have been exhibited in private collections and public galleries 
across North America, including the National Gallery of 
Canada, and abroad at exhibitions in France, England, Den- 
mark, and Israel. Mr. Bellefleur is recognized ‘as a truly distin- 
guished figure in Canadian painting. He has been an active 
force in the development of Québec painting in particular, 
where he has become identified with the group of painters 
known as ‘Les Automatistes.”’ 





Dr. Robert J. Brodrick, LL.D 


WY hic physician and 
sports medicine expert, 

Dr. Robert J. Brodrick currently 
serves with the Department of Medi- 
cine at Montréal's Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital and is Medical Director of 
the Montréal Expos Baseball Club - 
a position he has held since the 
team was formed in 1969. A gradu- 
ate of McGill University, where he still teaches in the Depart- 
ments of Medicine and Clinical Medicine, Dr. Brodrick has 
also worked at Montréal’s Royal Victoria and Queen Mary 
Veteran's Hospitals, and at the Hammersmith, National and 
Brompton Chest Hospitals in London, England.

nue and Health (provincially), and Communications (federally). 


He also served as President of the Montréal and Canadian stock 
exchanges (from 1960 to 1963), and has been a member of the 
Board of Directors of Sidbec-Dosco Ltée, Caisse de Dépot et 
Placement du Québec, and Lester B. Pearson Institute for Inter- 
national Development. A former Massey Lecturer, Mr. Kierans 
has taught at McGill and Dalhousie Universities, among others, 
and authored numerous publications, including Challenge of 
Confidence : Kierans on Canada. 


Hugh MacLennan, D.Litt. 


Q enowned novelist, scholar 

and university teacher, Hugh 
MacLennan has spent the last year- 
and-a-half as Scholar-in-Residence 
at Concordia University. Inter- 
nationally respected as an author, 
Mr. MacLennan is the only Canadian 
ever to win five Governor-General’s 
Awards for fiction. His best-known 
works are probably the classic Canadian novels Tivo Solitudes 
(1945), The Precipice (1948) and The Watch That Ends the 
Night (1959), each of which won the Governor-General’s 
Award. His other novels include Barometer Rising (1941), 
Each Man's Son (1951), Return of the Sphina (1967), and 
Voices in Time (1980). Mr. MacLennan is currently working 
on his memoirs. A graduate of Dalhousie and Princeton 
Universities (where he studied classics), as well as being a 
Rhodes Scholar, Mr. MacLennan has been a prolific writer for 
more than 40 years. 





Rev. J. Gerard (Gerry) 
McDonough, S.J., LL.D 


eacher and humanitarian, 

Jesuit Father J. Gerard (Gerry) 
McDonough has worked in India 
since 1970 developing projects to 
combat disease and illiteracy. During 
those 17 years he has helped to es- 
tablish 10 medical and community 
centres serving upwards of a quarter 
of a million people in Darjeeling, 
Calcutta and Bombay. Fr. McDonough is currently involved 
in plans to build a model school for underprivileged children. 
A chemical engineer by training and a wartime member of 
the RCAF, Fr. McDonough began his academic career teaching 
mathematics at Loyola College. He was named Dean of Men at 
Loyola in 1961, and three years later became the College's first 
Dean of Students. During the nine years he spent at Loyola, 
Fr. McDonough was intimately involved in a number of 
major building projects, including the Athletics Complex, 
Hingston Hall, the Bryan Building and the Campus Centre. 

Fr. McDonough was educated at the University of Toronto 
and West Baden College, Indiana. He has also taught at 
the University of North Bengal. 











Peter M. McEntyre, LL.D 


business executive and former 

Mayor of Westmount, Peter M. 
McEntyre is the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of Canada 
Cement Lafarge Ltd. He is also 
Director and President of Ashburton 
Investment (1984) Ltd., and a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of 
numerous other companies including 
Serem Inc., International Atlantins Ltd., and Lafarge Coppée 
S.A. An accountant by profession, Mr. McEntyre was educated 
at Bishop's College School and McGill University, and served as 
a naval officer during World War II. A native of Westmount, he 
was a city council alderman and commissioner of finance 
before being elected mayor in 1969. Mr. McEntyre also served 
on the Board of Governors of Concordia University for nine 
years, between 1974 and 1983. Among his many other activi- 
ties, Mr. McEntyre serves as Chairman of the Boys’ Club of 
Canada Endowment Fund Inc. 


William B. Rice, LL.D 
graduate of Sir George 
Williams University, a native 

Montrealer and an internationally 

acclaimed mechanical engineering 

researcher, William B. Rice is 

Professor Emeritus at Queen's 

University. He began his teaching 

career at McGill University in 1947, 

later moving to Queen's where he 

served as Head of Mechanical Engineering and as Chair of the 

Graduate School's Engineering Division. During his distin- 

guished career he has worked as a machinist, draftsman, 

wartime naval officer, design engineer, industrial consultant, 
teacher and university administrator. Mr. Rice’s research 
accomplishments are particularly noteworthy in the area of 

manufacturing processes and systems. He has served as a 

member of the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research 

Council (NSERC), and has long been active in promoting 

cooperation between academe and industry. Mr. Rice is a 

founding member and past president of both the Canadian 

Society for Mechanical Engineering and the North American 

Manufacturing Research Institution.

Model agreement with China first in western world 





Faculty members develop contacts with more than 100 countries 





his past spring Concordia became the first university 
in the western world to establish a joint doctoral pro- 
gram with an institution in the People’s Republic of 
China (PRC). The precedent-setting “model” agree- 
ment was signed in February with the Nanjing Institute of 
Technology, one of China's premier applied science and tech- 
nology universities. 
During a 14-day visit to the PRC a four-member Concordia 
delegation also signed agreements with Shanghai Jiaotong 
University, People’s University of China, in Beijing, and Nan- 
jing University, one of the Nanjing Institute of Technology’s 
sister institutions - bringing to seven the number of formal 
linkages between Concordia and Chinese universities. 
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As impressive as these ententes were, the institutional links 
between Concordia and the PRC were just the latest in a long 
series of individual and departmental efforts to foster closer 
ties between this University and foreign institutions. In the 
case of China these linkages involve 26 departments; some 
date back as far as 16 years. The largest number of one-on- 
one faculty contacts with China exist in the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, followed by the Faculties of Engineering and 
Computer Science and Commerce and Administration. 
During the past four years alone Concordia faculty members 
have travelled to more than 100 countries during the course of 
their academic endeavours, and Concordia continues to play 
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In an effort to coordinate this burgeoning international activi- 
ty the University opened an office of international affairs, 
called the Council for International Cooperation. As the aca- 


demic year came to a close the Council was making prepara- 
tions to host delegations from Poland, Hungary, Botswana and 
China. 


The latter country’s visitors included high-level representatives 
from Shanghai International Studies University, Shanghai 
University of Technology, the Nanjing Institute of Technology 
and Beijing Normal University.

Private sector funding increases 159% 





Contract funding passes $1 million mark 





significant increase in private sector funding . 
pushed total 1986-87 research grants to 
$9,845,694, up 11.5% from the previous year. 
Grants from the private sector rose 159% to 
$978,853, an encouraging development given a new matching 
policy initiative undertaken by the federal government. 
Provincial funding declined slightly from the previous year, 
owing principally to the lack of new funds within the Fonds 
pour la formation de chercheurs et l'aide a la recherche 
(FCAR). This situation is unlikely to change until the govern- 
ment provides additional funds to this agency. 
Approximately 60% of the University’s research funding was 
provided by the federal government, the bulk of it through the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council of Canada 
(NSERC). 
During 1986-87 contract funding exceeded the $1 million 
mark - a 75% increase over the previous year. 
Among faculties, Engineering and Computer Science account- 
ed for 53% of the University’s total research funds. Another 
41% was earmarked for Arts and Science while Commerce and 
Administration and Fine Arts made up the remainder. Al- 
though the dollar amounts obtained by the latter two Faculties 
were less, the Faculty of Commerce and Administration regis- 
tered a 74% increase over the previous year (largely in the 
Departments of Marketing and Decision Sciences and Manage- 
ment Information Systems), and the Faculty of Fine Arts 
showed a 51% increase. 
Three departments received grants in excess of $1 million 
in 1986-87 - Mechanical Engineering with $2.1 million, 
Psychology with $1.8 million and Electrical Engineering 
with $1.2 million. 
Concordia maintained its position as one of the leading insti- 
tutions for research in numerous areas. Its many strengths in- 
clude building studies, transportation engineering, cell and 
molecular biology, behavioural neurobiology, human develop- 
ment, mechanical and electrical engineering and management 
studies.

Vanier Library construction underway; planning for downtown library progresses 





Unprecedented increase in use of facilities 





he Concordia library system comprises four libraries, 
containing a collection of more than 1.3 million 
volumes and microform units. The Science and En- 
gineering Library on the downtown campus, and the 
Drummond Science Library on the west-end campus, house 
the University's collection of materials in the sciences and 
technology. The bulk of the collection, including materials in 
the humanities, social sciences, fine arts, and commerce, is 
housed in the Norris Building on the downtown campus and 
the Vanier Library on the west-end campus. 
The library collection includes books, periodicals, government 
publications, technical reports, microforms, non-print (audio- 
visual) material, and special collections. Through Interlibrary 
Loans, Concordia students also have access to the multi- 
million volume collection in the Center for Research Libraries, 
Chicago. 
The top priority in 1986-87 continued to be the library build- 
ing projects. With respect to the Vanier Library, meetings 
continued with the architects to finalize internal layouts; an 
inventory of furniture and equipment was completed, and an- 
other for stacking books is well underway. The actual con- 
struction of the Vanier extension began in April. 
A revised concept for the downtown project was announced in 
October, with new sketch plans following it in short order. A 
Downtown Library Planning Committee was formed and began 
its meetings in November 1986. It called for detailed critiques, 
department by department, of the sketch plans. These were 
duly completed and forwarded to the architects in March. 


A copyright task force was also formed this year to examine 
the implications of the impending copyright legislation being 
considered by the federal government. It is expected that the 
more stringent law, which will provide greater protection to 
creators, will increase the costs of scholarly information. The 
task force will recommend general policies to the University 
for meeting the demands of the new legislation. 
Administratively, the libraries instituted a major budget reform 
by developing a new acquisitions budget allocation formula. 
Work began in August 1986, and the final product was used 
for the allocation of the 1987-88 budget. 


As a quid pro quo for the design of the microforms facility in 
the Vanier Library, some 300 subscriptions for current titles on 
film and fiche were placed with University Microfilms Interna- 
tional. 





Concordia’s participation in the National Collections Inventory 
Project, which hopes to chart the strengths and weaknesses in 
the holding of all major North American libraries, began in 
earnest in August 1986. The results of our pilot project - the 
survey of our psychology collection - should be available in 
August 1987. 

In Technical Services, there were substantial drops in the 
amount of library materials ordered, catalogued and 
processed, reflecting the shrinking buying power of the acqui- 
sitions budget owing to extraordinary inflation rates, primarily 
in serials subscriptions. The following statistics are relevant:

Monographs ordered 11,840 18,730 — 36.0% 


On the other hand, the Reader Services Division has exper- 

ienced an unprecedented rise in the use of collections, facili- 
ties and services by students, faculty and the public. The use 
of non-print materials increased 12.28% and reference ques- 

tions 38% since last year, Interlibrary Loans handled 7,700 

requests from other institutions and borrowed 3,000 items for 

its own users. Circulation of materials was up by 16% and 
inter-campus delivery requests were up by 25% since the 
previous year. There was an increase of 33% in the number of 
photocopies produced from microfilm, microfiche and micro- 
print and the Archives noted a 45% increase in research 
requests. 

There were numerous developments during the year relating 

to automation and technology. 

1. CD-ROM devices were introduced to users for the “ERIC” 
database file, which enables researchers in education and 
social sciences to examine the ERIC database locally, 
avoiding expensive telephone line charges.

An automated acquisitions budget control system and an 
automated salary budget control system were installed. 


3. A billing system was perfected to handle borrowing and 
lending transactions between ourselves and other CREPUQ 
institutions. 

In another area the Archives carried out a records inventory 

throughout the University which will enable Concordia to 

establish a records retention schedule to comply with provin- 
cial legislation and to rationalize record-keeping at the Univer- 
sity. The Archives also began to collect original source 
material on Montreal jazz history and acquired significant 
holdings, including the Robertson and Johnny Holmes 
collections.

Vanier Library expansion underway 





Faculty and staff support surpasses projections 





he completion phase of Concordia’s $25 million Capi- 
tal Campaign was launched in January 1987 under 
the theme “Daring to Excel.” To demonstrate that 
those nearest the University were prepared to lend 
their support, solicitation began with Board of Governors 
members, faculty, staff and students. 
The Family Gifts division, headed by Board of Governors 
Chairman Donald W. McNaughton, achieved all its objectives. 
Among the highlights: 
e Board of Governors support of more than $500,000 
e nearly 60% participation by faculty and staff 
@ aspecial $250,000 commitment by Engineering and 
Computer Science students over and above their on- 
going capital campaign contributions. 


With this tangible evidence of internal support, attention 

was focused on corporations, foundations, alumni and other 
individuals. By the end of the fiscal year, the response from 
this external constituency showed definitely that the campaign 
would end successfully. 


The “Daring to Excel” theme was unveiled publicly during a 
celebration marking the 20th anniversary of the dedication of 
the Henry F. Hall Building, the academic hub of the Universi- 
ty’s downtown campus, on October 14, 1986. To mark the 
occasion Concordia brought together faculty, students, staff, 
administrators and business leaders. 


Speakers at the event included Robert Rae, Principal of Sir 
George Williams University in 1966; John Hall, son of the late 
Henry F. Hall, for whom the building was named; and four 
men whose presence underscored the continuity between 
building projects and capital campaigns past and present. 


The four were Wilfred Hall, Chairman of the Sir George 
Williams University Building Fund drive at that time; 

Domtar Inc. President and CEO James H. Smith, National 
Vice-Chairman of the current drive; John O’Brien, Concordia’s 
first Rector and the key figure in the mid-1960s drive; and 
Patrick Kenniff, the present Rector and major spokesperson 
for the current Capital Campaign. 

The Campaign for Concordia was initially launched in 1983, 
and raised $15 million through 1985. After a two-year hiatus, 
solicitation recommenced in 1987 to bring total contributions 
to the $25 million level.

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CONCORDIA ART GALLERY 





Nineteen exhibitions presented 





Holdings of permanent art collection increased 





n keeping with its commitment to Canadian art, the 
Concordia Art Gallery presented 19 exhibitions this 
past year, ranging from historical to contemporary con- 
tent in various media. Fourteen of the presentations 
were organized by the gallery; the others were travelling 
exhibits. 
The Canada Council awarded a grant of $13,135 to the gallery 
for research and presentation of the David Craven: Recent 
Work exhibition. The grant also permitted the production of 
an illustrated bilingual catalogue written by the gallery's cura- 
tor, Sandra Paikowsky. The catalogue was distributed across 
Canada and the eastern United States to all major art 
institutions. 
In addition, the gallery received a Canada Council project 
grant of $15,306 for the exhibition Gordon Rayner: Con- 
structed Paintings/peintures-constructions, which opened 
in September 1987. 


It also received a project grant of $19,500 from the National 
Museums of Canada’s Museums Assistance Program for the 
exhibition Emily Coonan (1885-1971). The exhibition and 
catalogue were produced by curatorial assistant Karen Antaki 
and opened in September 1987. 

In all, the Concordia Art Gallery lent 21 art works from its 
permanent collection to various museums and galleries across 
Canada; several of these were included in the Horatio Walker 
exhibition, organized by the Musée du Québec and circulated 
across Canada. 

The holdings of the permanent art collection were increased 
by 45 objects. Of particular note was a gift of 24 contemporary 
works donated by Dr. Paul Mailhot. The gallery purchased 14 
works of art with the help of matching funds from the Canada 
Council Art Bank. 


Three exhibitions were organized by the gallery based on the 
work in the permanent collection. 

The gallery also accepted an invitation to join the Canadian 
Art Museums Directors’ Organization (CAMDO), the highest 
governing body of public art institutions in Canada. CAMDO 
has direct input into the Canadian Museums Association, as 
well as federal agencies and ministries associated with public 
art galleries across Canada. 








CONSERVATORY OF 
CINEMATOGRAPHIC ART 


Retrospective of Canadian films held in China 


Special retrospectives at Concordia 
on major directors and themes 


he aim of the Conservatory of Cinematographic Art 
is to foster the advancement of cinematographic 
art within the University and the surrounding 
community. 


In addition to housing all archival materials from the National 
Film Board of Canada (a joint project with Concordia’s Audio- 
Visual Department) the Conservatory’s archives now include 
more than 3,000 other short and feature films. 


Approximately 80,000 people attend the 500 public screenings 
held every year by the Conservatory on the downtown and 
west-end campuses. During the academic year, the Conserva- 
tory presents ‘French Classics’ on Mondays, ‘‘Contemporary 
Cinema and Aesthetics’ on Tuesdays and “History of Cinema” 
on Wednesdays. Most films are shown in the Henry F. Hall 
Building's Alumni Auditorium. Weekly screenings are also 
held at the FC, Smith Auditorium on the west-end campus. 
During retrospectives or special festivals a particular filmmak- 
er or type of film is spotlighted. Directors and filmmakers are 
often invited to present their work. For those retrospectives 
dealing with specific filmmakers, discussions are held with 
audience members following the presentation of the film. 

In addition to his many duties at home, the Conservatory’s 
peripatetic Director, Serge Losique (the founder, President and 
General Director of the Montréal World Film Festival) travelled 
to the People’s Republic of China this past year to organize a 
two-week retrospective of Canadian films. Twenty-six feature- 
length films and nine shorts were presented at public screen- 
ings in several Chinese cities, including Beijing and Xian. 
Called the Canadian Contemporary Cinema in China, the event 
followed a retrospective of Chinese films held in Canada the 
previous fall. Among those accompanying Losique were 
Telefilm Canada Executive Director Peter Pearson, producer 
Justine Héroux and director Jean Beaudin. 

As it has since 1969, the Conservatory organized this year’s 
very successful Canadian Student Film Festival. The Festival 
recognizes outstanding achievements in all facets of filaamak- 
ing by Canadian high school, college and university students. 
Awards are given for the best overall film in the festival as 
well as best film in the following categories: fiction, anima- 
tion, documentary and experimental. Special mentions are 
also conferred for best photography, best script, best original 
music, ete.

STATUS OF WOMEN 





Approval of employment equity policy and guidelines for academic equity 








Increased awareness of sexist language, sexual harassment, and security issues 








uring the 1986-87 year, the Office of the Status of 
Women helped to generate and facilitate within 
Concordia a growing awareness of and response 
to issues concerning women members of the 
university community. 
The Advisor to the Rector on the Status of Women began the 
second year of a two-year mandate in 1986. The Committee on 
the Status of Women consists of 14 members representing the 
major University constituencies and is chaired by the Advisor. 
From this committee have evolved five working groups - 
employment equity, sexual harassment, professional develop- 
ment, curriculum and part-time employment. 


Efforts have been made to establish relationships with major 
constituencies, administrators, departments and individuals 
committed to improving conditions for all members of Concor- 
dia. The Office has also cooperated directly with committees 
or groups working on the development of specific projects, 
such as a childcare facility on the west-end campus and a 
Concordia Women’s Centre. 


Since it is imperative that each sector of the University accept 
responsibility for identifying and addressing issues relevant to 
women in their areas, the Office has assisted in the establish- 
ment of Status of Women Committees in the Faculties of Arts & 
Science and Commerce and Administration, as well as the 
Division of Graduate Studies. These actions were initiated by 
the respective deans and follow the lead of the Faculty of Fine 
Arts, which established its committee in 1984. They also un- 
derline a basic comprehension of the unique needs of women 
and an initial commitment to the eradication of inequality. 
The Concordia University Faculty Association has also begun 
to respond to the issues of its female members through its 
Committee on Discrimination and Harassment. 


In the area of employment, an Employment Equity Policy was 
unanimously approved by the Board of Governors in September 
1986, and funding was received from the Ministére de l’Ensei- 
gnement Supérieur et de la Science for an Employment Equity 
Officer to oversee implementation of the policy. This position 
should be filled by late September 1987. Certain academic 
departments have already taken the initiative to place priority 
on the hiring of female faculty members. 


“Guidelines for Academic Equity,’ a document aimed at im- 
proving curriculum and teaching developed by the Curriculum 
Working Group, was approved by the Academic Programs Com- 
mittee and directed to each Faculty for implementation. Addi- 
tional efforts in these areas include: (1) the development of 
questions on discrimination for course evaluation; (2) an article 
for faculty on academic equity in the Learning Development 
Newsletter; (3) government funding awarded for a video project 
to address the effects of sexism in the classroom; and (4) 
representations by the Advisor to various Faculties and 
departments on equity issues. 





To such service areas as Health, Guidance, CUSA, Disabled 
Students Services and the Ombuds Office, the Office on the 
Status of Women has extended its support and resources 

in their continued interest in the well-being of women in the 
community. Significant and progressive changes have occurred 
in many areas. The Department of Recreation, Fitness and 
Athletics should be highlighted for the priority placed on 
women’s programming and the successful efforts to increase 
the representation of women administrators in this 
traditionally male-dominated field. 


Problems of sexual harassment on campus have, over the past 
two years, been seriously addressed through policies, educa- 
tion and action initiated by this office and its Working Group 
on Sexual Harassment. The effectiveness of these efforts, espe- 
cially of Sexual Harassment Awareness Week, is seen in the 
increase in the number of reported complaints and in the com- 
munity’s general awareness and responsiveness to eliminating 
harassment at Concordia. 

Various University services are also taking a serious look at 
security issues. As a result of a direct request from the Concor- 
dia Security Office, a program to train security guards to deal 
with sexual assault victims was developed by the Status of 
Women Office for presentation in September 1987. 


The question of inclusive language has also been addressed by 
updating all documents, eliminating sexist or exclusive lan- 
guage. Concordia is the first Québec university to sign a collec- 
tive agreement with its faculty association which is written 
completely in inclusive language in both French and English: 


A greater understanding and supportive coverage of issues and 
events related to women has been demonstrated in University 
publications and student media. 


The interest and support of the Rector and other senior ad- 
ministrators have allowed the Office on the Status of Women to 
begin effectively to address conditions affecting women at 
Concordia. The presence of this office, combined with the ef- 
forts of many groups and individuals committed to the equality 
of all members of the University community, have facilitated 
growing social and political recognition of women’s issues and 
have ensured a nascent climate of change in the institution.

University Students’ Association (CUSA), the Graduate 
Students’ Association (GSA), the Dean of Students Office, and 
the Department of Fitness, Recreation, and Athletics. 


CUSA is funded and operated by undergraduate students, and 
provides financial support for more than 75 different clubs and 
associations. Many are departmental associations; others are 
special interest groups, such as the Debating Society.

Two of the main events sponsored by CUSA are Orientation 
Week and Winter Carnival. The 1986-1987 academic orienta- 
tion featured more than 2,000 participants; thousands of 
others participated in social activities organized by CUSA, the 
Inter-Fraternity Council, Commerce and Administration 
students, and Engineering and Computer Science students. 
During the past year CUSA presented a wide range of guest 
lecturers, weekly movies at the Campus Centre and Reggie's 
Pub, and numerous music and theatrical performances. It also 
sponsored a protest against government attitudes toward fund- 
ing of higher education, which included a debate on govern- 
ment underfunding at the Henry F. Hall Building. As well, 
CUSA joined other Concordia representatives in presenting a 
brief to the Parliamentary Commission on Higher Education in 
September. 

The Engineering and Computer Science Students’ Association 
hosted the annual Québec Engineering Competition in March. 
Concordia students were awarded the highest number of prizes 
by judges, including two firsts, one second and two thirds. 


The Concordia Council on Student Life (CCSL), which is fund- 
ed entirely through a student service fee of $3.80 per credit, 
oversees a number of groups such as the Inter-Fraternity 
Council (IFC), the International Ethnic Association Council 
(IEAC) and a host of ad hoe groups. 

As is the case every year, the 16 member groups of the IEAC 
each organized a display on the mezzanine of the Hall Building 
showing their countries of origin, culture, arts and crafts. 

One of the most innovative services to be offered in Montréal 
this past year was Safeway Chez-Vous, a non-profit organiza- 
tion that furnishes drivers to take intoxicated individuals home 
in their own cars. The service is free, but a small donation is 
requested. This unique service was started by three Concordia 
undergraduates based on the west-end campus in space provid- 
ed by the Dean of Students and Public Relations Offices. 

The Department of Fitness, Recreation, and Athletics offers a 
complete and diversified program to meet the varied interests 
of students. The aim is to provide an opportunity for all - not 
just varsity-calibre students - to participate. Approximately 
3,000 students did so in 1986-1987, the highest level recorded 
to date, in more than 30 different activities in the intramural 
program. 


In varsity sports, Concordia was fortunate in having some 
exceptional athletes competing at the national and interna- 
tional levels. The men’s wrestling team, for example, hosted 
the Canadian Championships, with Concordia taking the team 
title, and winning five golds, one silver, and two bronze 
medals in the individual competition. It marked the fourth 
consecutive year that Concordia won the CIAU wrestling 
championship. 


The women’s varsity hockey team captured the Québec Inter- 
collegiate Women's Hockey League championship. The Lady 
Stingers went undefeated throughout league play and won the 
play-offs in the minimum number of games. 


The men’s basketball team won the QUAA championship and 
gained a berth in the national championships. 


Students who have an idea for a new club, a service or any 
other activity that others could enjoy may apply for space and 
some funding from CUSA, CCSL or the Dean of Students Of- 
fice.
